WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP)— 
President Truman today ordered 
into immediate effect a long- 
range program aimed at giving 
the United States more and better 
airfields. 

The program was embodied in 
recommendations made to the 
President by a special commission 
headed by James H. Doolittle, 
World War II flying hero. The 
commission. was set up shortly 
after three air disasters in rapid 
succession at Elizabeth, N.J. 

Embodied in the recommenda- 
tions. were these provisions:

Rearming Speeded 7-Fold Since 
_ Start of Korea War, Says Lovett 


Production Going So Well That Output of 
Some Items Can Be Reduced to 
Sustaining Rate, Official Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (UP)— 
The United States is rearming 
nearly seven times: faster than 
during the first three months of 
the Korean war, accordipg to 
Secretary of Defense Robert A. 
Lovett. 

Defense production is booming 
so well, Lovett told a press con- 
ference. late yesterday, that the 
armed forces’ budget submitted 
to Congress next year will, for 
the, first time since Korea, pro- 
vide for reducing output of some 
items to a “sustaining rate.” 

This would mean, for example, 
that America and its allies will 
be fully equipped with tanks by 
the start of fiscal 1954 next July 
1, and production could be cut 
back to provide only enough to 
maintain this strength and keep 
factories in operation. 

Lovett indicated the armed 
forces in their next budget may 
request only about as much as 
they received this year after Con- 
gress had trimmed their requests 
— $46,590,000,000, 
construction funds.

Even with the steel strike, 
Lovett said, the production rate 
has been good — slightly better 
than for the best 12 months of 
World War II. 

He said dollar value of de- 
livered military supplies, equip- 
ment and construction increased 
660 per cent from the first three 
months of the Korean war to the 
April-June period this year, and 
220 per cent from April-June, 
1951. 

The three armed services sub- 
mitted their preliminary fiscal 
1954 budget estimates to Lovett 
yesterday. He said he had seen 
only the Air Force request, and 
reported it was slightly lower 
than the $22,318,000,000 which 
the last Congress voted. 

Lovett said the Army and 
Navy requested less money than 
they received this. year, but he 
would not predict what the sums 
would be when he submits them 
to the White Housé and budget 
bureau after a series of hearings

The President told the four 
agencies to consult with state and 
local governments and aircraft in- 
dustry groups in the process of 
putting the program in effect.

Charles F. Horne, Civil Aero- 
nautics Administrator.

CHANGES IN BUS 
FARES ON COUNTY

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 3— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission today authorized the St. 
Louis County Transit Co. to re- 
duce the price of 1ts weekly per- 
mit cards from 75 cents to 25 
cents. 

At the same time the company 
was authorized to increase the 
cash payments in the first zone 
from five cents to 10 cents with 
no change in the present rate of 
five cents in each zone after the 
first zone. 

Application for these changes 
had been made by the company 
on the basis that the present sale 
of passes, averaging 1500 a week, 
is not as large as it should be. 

Officials of the company: said 
a person who rides a county bus 
three days a week would. pay in 
cash fare 15 cents a trip or a to- 
tal of 90 cents for the three days. 
Under the old system, a person 
who had a permit would pay 75 
cents for it and 5 cents for a first- 
zone ride or a total of $1.05 for 
the three days. Under the new 
plan, the passenger would pay 25 
cents for the permit and 10 cents 
for a first-zone ride or 85 cents 
for three round trips.

If Calcaterra felt the board had 
the authority to act as it did, 
Chamier asked, was it advisable 
to continue the practice “if it is 
a lawful one?” 

Calcaterra, replying to the 
questions, said: “It was done for 
the best interests of the election.” 

“Isn’t that a lot of discretion 
to be lodged in a board?” Cha- 
mier asked. 

Calcaterra replied that the 
board had the authority. Then 
Chamier asked him to submit his 
views on the subject in writing. 

Election clerks were transferred 
in 13 of the-28 St. Louis wards. 
Supporters of former Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly, who. won the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination, 
denounced this as a’ move to aid 
his opponent, Congressman Phil 
J. Welch of St. Joseph. 

The St. Louis Election Board 
recommended voting machines 
for St. Louis elections, and the 
Kansas City board had a similar 
recommendation. 

Calcaterra said it would be de- 
sirable to have an average of two 
machines per precinct for the 793 
St. Louis precincts. He estimated 
that 1600 machines would cost 
$2,880,000. They ultimately would 
pay for themselves, he said, by 
eliminating ballot boxes, reducing 
the number of precinct officials 
and lowering ballot printing 
costs, to say nothing of time 
saved and prevention of errors 
and fraud. 4 

Another recommendation § by 
the St. Louis delegation called 
for repeal of the law which at- 
tempts to keep members of one 
political party from casting bal- 
lots of another party in a primary 
election. The statute has been 
termed unwarkable. Precinct of-

nation. 

Mullally said he had-no knowl- 
edge of the milk company case 
until after Acker telephoned him 
from Milwaukee in quest of in- 
formation. The witness said he 
told Acker that Irivin Goldstein, 
one of Eakle’s associates, former- 
ly worked in the Justice Depart- 
ment’s pure food and drug sec- 
tion. 

Eckle had been his “intimate 
friend” since 1928, Mullally testi- 
fied. 

Nothing Dishonest, He Says. 

There was nothing “sinister or 
dishonest” about his action, Mul- 
lally insisted. He said that was 
the “outside legal activity” for 
which he was suspended two 
weeks ago. He resigned the next 
day. 

Robert A. Collier, counsel for 
the subcommittee, questioned 
Mullally. Chairman Frank L. 
Chelf (Dem.), Kentucky, said 
Mullally was suspended by At- 
torney General James P. Mc- 
Granery because of information 
obtained by the subcommittee 
about the Carnation case. 

' MeGranery sent word to the 
subcommittee today that the Jus- 
tice Department plans to crack 
down on former Government of- 
ficials who have handled claims 
against the Government illegally. 

Ellis Lyons, an acting assist- 
ant attorney general, told the 
subcommittee McGranery had in- 
structed him to tell the investi- 
gating group about the crack- 
down. He said McGranery has 
given orders that such cases 
shall be “prosecuted vigorously.” | 

Lyons reported McGranery has 
ruled that government employes, 
including members of Congress, 
are barred by law from receiv- 
ing pay for taking part in court 
cases involving the Government. 

Heretofore, Lyons explained, 
some attorneys general have held 
that the law barred government 
officials only from representing 
claimants against the United 
States in cases before govern- 
ment agencies. 

The Mullally case “is not the 
most aggravated case,” Collier 
said, “but serves to illustrate the 
problems raised here.” 

Hopes for Law Reforms. 

Collier said the subcommittee 
staff “has become aware of a 
number of cases of hastily-organ- 
ized legal firms whose members 
are all, or in large part, former 
higher officials of government 
agencies and whose early afflu- 
ence lends credence to the fact 
that such affluence did not stem 
entirely from a peculiar genius 
in the practice of law.” 

The subcommittee has no 
“magic formula” to solve the “in- 
fluence” problem, Collier said, 
but the group hopes its investi- 
gation will result in strengthened 
laws governing such abuses, plus 
tighter enforcement of ethical 
standards by the Justice Depart- 
ment. 

Lyons testified the department 
is investigating the case of Sam- 
uel Herman, former State Depart- 
ment official, who has been 
barred from handling an Interna- 
tional Claims Commission case 
because he quit the Government 
less than two years ago.

ing from blunder or misunder- 
standing. A muddle. A botch.”

“In a recent press conference, 
you were quoted as saying: ‘If 
there is widespread commercial 
gambling in northern Illinois, as 
charged, I hope the people who

An operating surplus of $848.,- 
382 by the Board of Education 
for the fiscal year ended last 
June 30 was reported yesterday. 
Total income for the period was 
$21,869,979, while expenditures | 
totaled $21,021,597. The figures 
do not include treasury bonds re- 
invested by the board as a mat- 
ter of procedure. 

The surplus, whieh is carried 
forward into the board’s general 
operating funa, resulted primarily 
from the 12-cent increase in the 
schoq]) tax rate voted last year, 
Auditor Thor W. Bruce said. The 
school tax rate now is $1.01 per 
$100 assessed valuation. 

Repeats Warning. 

Board member William H. 
Charles last night repeated his 
contention that the general fund 
may prove insufficient to meet a 
record school budget for the cur- 
rent year. The new budget, which 
calls for an increase in expendi- 
tures of $3,589,924 over the last 
fiscal year, was approved July 8. 

At that meeting, Charles and 
board member Henry O. White- 
side had charged that estimates 
of income for the current year 
were “over-optimistic,” and that 
the larger budget probably would 
mean another increase in the 
school tax rate. 

Analysis of figures compiled by 
Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, secretary- 
treasurer of the board, show the 
latest surplus was registered de- 
spite the fact that income was 
$107,402 below original estimates,

The school system’s share in 
revenue from city taxes for the 
period was $15,812,452.

Hill said it is the scientists’ job 
to seek knowledge and that it is 
for mankind as a whole to take 
the moral and political position 
which can lead to “unprecedented 
good or unlimited harm.” 

300 Papers to Read. 

His address, “The Ethical Di- 
lemma of Science,” opened the 
114th annual meeting of the as- 
sociation, one of the world’s most

Hill declared that scientists 


must continue their discoveries 
and allow the use of their find- 
ings to depend on “the moral 
judgments of the whole comniun- 
ity of men.” 

“Atomic physics,” he said, “is 
only one of many scientific de- 
velopments which are bringing a 
mixture of possible good and 
evil.” But, he said, it has brought

Mantle and Phil Rizzuto 
delivered two runs apiecé with 
singles in a four-run fifth inning 
rally of Sid Hudson in the second 
game. 

A two-run triple by young 
Rocky Krsnich in the ninth gave 
the White .Sox their first-game 
margin while Jim Rivera con- 
tributed a two-run homer. In the 
second game the Sox made 12 
hits, including a homer by Minnie 
Minosos, to give Marv Grissom 
an easy eleventh victory. Seldom- 
used Luis Aloma won his twelfth 
straight game since 1950 in a 
first-game relief role.

The table is all set and every- 
thing is in readiness for the 
‘wandering webfeet to drop their 
landing gear and partake of the 
bounteous feast awaiting them 
when the migratory waterfowl 
season opens at noon, Oct. 20, ac- 
cording to James A. Warner, su- 


perintendent of the Lake Wappa- 
Ppello area. 

Japanese millet was planted on 
95 acres of mud flats, and the 
chufa grass and smartweed, both 
choice duck foods, have had a 
good growing season. The Japan- 
ese millet this year, according to 
Warner, is five feet tall and the 
seed heads are much larger than 
usual, There are two varieties of 
chufa grass, one having tuber-like 
roots and the other with a 
straight root like the ordinary 
grasses. “The ducks,” said War- 
ner, “are able to distinguish be- 
tween the two and only pull up 
and feed on the tuber-bearing 
variety, although it is impossible 
for ordinary mortals like myself 
to tell the difference.” 

They Worked together. 

The lush growth of duck feed, 
which Warner believes to be the 
greatest since the lake was com- 
pleted, has been indirectly 
brought about through an agree- 
ment of the United States En- 
gineers, the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission, and the Mis- 
souri Public Health Service, with 
Old Man Weather aiding and 
abetting. Heretofore, for malarial 
purposes, the Engineers at the 
direction of the Health Service 
have fluctuated the water levels 
of the lake to varying depths, 
purportedly to eliminate the 
malarial-bearing mosquito. This 
fluctuation drowned out the plant- 
ed crops as well as the natural 
so that grew at the water's 
edge 

All through the summer 
months of 1952 the lake has been 
held to a variance of from one 
to two feet above the conserva- 
tion pool level and an excellent 
growing -season has_ resulted. 
Since flood control is the para- 
mount objective of Lake Wappa- 
pello, excessive rains and the re- 
sultant impoundment of the water 
to protect the farm crops below 
the dam could inundate and de- 
stroy all these efforts, but, in all 
probability and according to past 
weather performances, this will 
not happen. 

Nor have the geese been 
slighted by Warner in getting the 
feast ready for the migrants. 
Eighty acres of rolling land above 
the normal water levels have 
been plowed, disked, fertilized 
and sown to wheat and a sprink- 
ling of rye grass. Canadian, white- 
fronted, snow and blue geese are 
expected in goodly numbers al- 
though they have never fre- 
quented this afea as they have 
Scott, Mississippi, and other coun- 
ties farther to the south. Mingo, 
a federal refuge, is only a few 
airline miles from Wappapello, 
and, while it is in the develop- 
ment stage and does not permit 
any waterfowl hunting as yet, it 
will attract thousands of ducks 
and geese on their southward 
flight. They will fly to the millet 
and wheat patches of Wappapello 
to feed and will greatly augment 
the number of waterfowl nor- 
mally found on this large man- 
‘made lake. 

Legal Prey for 55 Days. 

For 55 days, beginning at noon 
on opening day, ducks and geese 
will be legal prey. The Missouri 
and Illinois season opens Oct. 20 
and runs until Dee. 13. The Ar- 


kansas season is from Nov. 17} 


to Jan. 10. Ten additional days 
have been added over last year, 
but the possession limit remains 
the same as in 1951—four ducks 
a day and eight in possession. The 
limits and possession on geese 
also remain the same as last 
year. 


Service, Canadian Wildlife Serv- 
ice, the Provincial Game Depart- 
ments, the game departments of 
26 states, Ducks Unlimited, and 
other private conservation 
agencies, all of which pooled their 
manpower and equipment. Water- 
fowl counts were made during 
72,350 miles of aerial flights and 
it is the unanimous opinion that 
more ducks will fly south this 
year than in the last two decades. 

Ernie Paynter, game commis- 
sioner of Saskatchewan, estimated 
a 100 per cent increase in return- 
ing ducks last spring, with the 
ducks arriving two weeks earlier 
than the previous year, Ducks 
Unlimited (Canada) reports are 
the most optimistic since 1938, 
the year it was‘organized.

Miami has been built to its present stature in one generation 
because men and women, of initiative and foresight and courage and 
energy, risked their savings, used their brains, labored with pick 
and shovel that a great city might stand beside the sea. The Miami 
story, in a multitude of ways, has been repeated a‘ thousand times 


across America. 


Unfortunately, we hear little 
these days of what men and wom- 
en can accomplish for themselves, 
of themselves. Our ears are deaf- 
ened by the propaganda that man 
in our complex times must perish 
unless he is the slave of big 
tyranny or the ward of big gov- 
ernment. We need some old- 
fashioned bragging in America 
about American achievements by 
Americans, working together in 
free co-operation. After all, isn’t 
America worth a good honest 
brag? 

For years, too, we have been 
hearing from the Washington 
press agents that the present Ad- 
ministration is responsible for 
every good thing we have, in all 
the spheres of human interest, 
from agriculture to zoology. If 
you don’t watch out—and tell 
your story first—the Washington 
propagandists will soon claim 
credit for your Miami as another 
of the Administration’s planned 
products. 

‘New Folly or Crime.’ 

Don’t let them take it away. 
When the Administration public- 
ity men steal the credit for an 
achievement, they intend to dis- 
tract attention from some new 
folly or new crime perpetrated 
by their political bosses. 

They try to cover up the ter- 
rible and terrifying contribu- 
tions of the Administration— 
the mess in Washington; the 
shrinkage in American prestige 
around the world; the toll we 
pay in blood and dollars for an 
uneasy security. These things 
Americans must talk out be- 
tween now and Nov. 4. There- 
after, we shall correct them. 

Some people think it is a little 

unorthodox for a _ presidential 
candidate to come to Florida. My 
opponents take you for granted; 
they consider you a captive vote; 
they figure you will vote the 
straight ticket anyway, even 
though they ignore you year after 
year, in presidential campaigns. 
They will find out they figured 
you wrong. I don’t believe there 
is a captive vote in the United 
States. 

I believe you are as interested 
as I am in rescuing our country 
from the terrible threat of total 
war. I believe you are determined 
to restore our government to the 
hands of men and women who, as 
Grover Cleveland said, believe 
public office is a public trust. I 
believe you are determined to 
eliminate waste, inefficiency and 
corruption. That is why I am 
here. That is why I intend to make 
my. message to the American peo- 
ple from south to north and from 
coast to. coast. 

I am here because this is in- 
deed a campaign of all ‘America 
and for all Americans. I am here 
because you have hope and faith 
in your country. 

Outlines Five Aims. 

On the basis of many years’ ex- 
perience dealing with many na- 
tionalities and their leaders 
throughout the world, I know we 
can develop programs designed 
to lead our country to a secure 
" peace. 

We can have prosperity in 
America without war. 

This country can build a solid 
economy where inflation and 
an ever rising cost of living do 
not rob our people of their sav- 
ings, their life insurance, their 
social security and their pen- 
sions. 

We. can create a new atmos- 
phere of friendliness and un- 
derstanding between manage- 
ment and labor by getting a 
government which plays fair 
and square with all “i 

We can assure agriculture its 
fair share of the national in- 
come without regimenting our 
farmers. 

We can restore the American 
people’s faith in the honesty of 
their government by cleaning 
out corruption and keeping it 
out. 

Before this campaign is over I 
shall discuss programs on each of 
these and the other major issues 
in full detail. Tonight I would 
like to dwell upon a condition 
which is_eating away at the vitals 
of our country. It is the tragic 
need for common woodshed hon- 
esty in the Government of the 
United States. 

- “Theft of People’s Money.’ 

A few days ago, an American 
housewife wrote me in plaintive 
terms about something that was 
much on he mind and, I am sure, 
is on the minds of millions of 
Americans. I quote her words: “I 
shall certainly vote for you if you 
promise that more of our tax mon- 
ey gets to Washington.” She ob- 
viously knows that as of now too 
much of our tax money sticks to 
too many pockets. 

Yesterday I spent some time 
with Republican Senator John J. 
Williams of Delaware who has 
* been tireless in his exposure of 
corruption within our government. 
The venality—the outright theft 
of the people’s money—that he 
has uncovered is staggering in its 
proportions and in its extent. To 
describe the whole sordid story to 
you would keep us here for hours. 
I shall briefly touch on three 
cases that span the country. 

‘On December 11, 1947, a com- 


EVERAL years have passed since I last saw your city from the 
air. And as our plane today circled over the airport I was 
amazed at the tremendous growth of the last three years.

mittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives reported “a condition 
which may embrace criminality” 


Bureau of Internal Revenue. The 
present Democrat majority lead- 
er of the House cried the report 
was “an attempt to smear the 
Democratic party.” 


No one will ever know what it 
cost the people of the United 
States in money; what. it cost in 
breakdown of public morals. It 
was not until June 27, 1952— 
three and a half years later—that 
the head of that office, the col- 
lector of internal revenue him- 
self, was finally suspended. Since 
then he has been indicted and 
convicted, fined and sentenced to 
the penitentiary, where he be- 
longs. 

There went some of the money 
you paid in federal taxes. 


Example From St. Louis. 

~ Ladies and gentlemen, there 
can always be one rotten apple 
in a bushel and it might be no- 
body’s fault. But I can promise 
you this: If I should ever find a 
rotten apple in any barrel given 
to my care, it won’t take me 
three and a half years to get rid 
of it. 

Now, let’s take a quick look 
at the office of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue at St. Louis, 
Mo. On April 14, 1951, the col- 
lector resigned of his own ac- 
cord. Only through the persist- 
ent efforts of Senator Williams 
and the stern action of a Fed- 
eral judge of Missouri were the 
facts finally smoked out. Dur- 
ing the weary months that Sen- 
ator Williams was digging into 
this smelly mess, the collector’s 
superiors in Washington con- 
tinued to defend him though 
they had in their possession the 
evidence upon which he was 
later brought to justice. This 
collector of Internal Revenue 
was indicted and _ convicted, 
fined and sentenced to prison. 
In the judge’s words, he “sold 
his influence for a dirty mess 
of dollars.” 


That wasn’t just St. Louis 
money stolen from the govern- 
mental revenue—it was your 
money too! 


At this point it begins to look 
like a lot of rotten apples in the 
same department. 


Next, let’s look at the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue at San Fran- 
cisco. In the early months of 
1950, the California crime com- 
mission produced evidence of cor- 
ruption in the colllection of Fed- 
eral Revenue in that state. Noth- 
ing was done from Washington. 
Nothing was done anywhere for 
more than a year. Then an as- 
sistant United States attorney in 
California, acting entirely on his 
own, took evidence to a grand 
jury. Before he could get any- 
where, his investigation was 
hushed up, he was ordered off the 
case and -recommended for dis- 
missal by his boss. Only the in- 
tervention of Senator Williams 
prevented his dismissal. Even so 
aw was finally frozen out of his 
job. 

In November, 1951, a year and 
a half after the initial exposure, 


fice were dismissed. 

Now, those three offices—Bos- 
ton, St. Louis and San Francisco 
—have been collecting yearly $5,- 
500,000,000 of tax money that they 
report and send to Washington. 
The unanswered $64 billion ques- 
tion is: how much have these 
men and others like them over 
the nation failed to send to Wash- 
ington? 

I ask you this as Americans: 

If charges of corruption were 
ever made against anyone serv- 
ing by your appointment, would 
you allow those charges to be 
stifled or buried? 

Would you allow the men 
who made the exposures to be 
persecuted? or would you re- 
ward them? 

Would you wait 18 months 
until somebody else forced the 
corruption into the open? 

You wouldn’t wait 18 minutes. 

Neither would I, 


of a corroding, nation-wide scan- 
dal. I cannot tell you the whole 
extent of this corruption because 
there has been too much hiding 
and too little exposing by the re- 
sponsible officials of government. 
All we know is what has been 
brought out into the light of day, 
mostly by the werk of a single 
Senator and a committee of the 
House. But that’s bad enough. 
The present commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue has told us that in 
a little more. than 12 months of 
this year and last, 177 persons in 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
were fired for dishonesty and 
other improper activities.

The background {s_ simple 
enough. In brief, three compro- 
mise measures have been offered 
to the Wisconsin Republican lead- 
er, Tom Coleman, who was Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft’s midwestern 
manager. 


These three measures, now re- 
jected, were as follows: 

First, Coleman’s man, the Wis- 
consin state chairman, Wayne 
Hood, was named executive di- 
rector of the Republican National 
Committee when the committee 
was reorganized under Eisenhow- 
er’s leadership. This was intend- 
ed to assure the Wisconsin Re- 
publican organization that it would 
be fully recognized at all times 
by Gen. Eisenhower. 


Second, Gen. Eisenhower took 
his position on McCarthy person- 
ally. Gen. George C. Marshall, 
whom McCarthy has accused of 
treason to the United States, 
stands almost in a father’s rela- 
tionship to Gen. Eisenhower. Gen. 
Eisenhower could not ignore these 
facts in honor and it would have 
been politically idiotic to try. 
Hence, the general denounced the 
McCarthy attack on Marshall, and 
came out strongly against the 
character assassination and witch- 
hunting which are now, under- 
standably, summed up under the 
heading of “McCarthyism.”

The 1952 presidential campaign is now under 
way in a big way. After Gen. Eisenhower's 
Labor day talk to the AFL Letter Carriers 
Union, in which he said, “When I get sore I am 
really sore,” the G.O.P. standard bearer is on 
his two-day airplane swing through the South, 
preparatory to his formal grand opening at 
Philadelphia Th night. - 

Gov. Stevenson has been into the important 
industrial state of Michigan to deal primarily 
with labor and foreign affairs. President Truman 
has had the satisfaction of a whistle stop trip to © 
Milwaukee on which he laced the Republicans 
every time the train slowed down—much as he 
did so successfully four years ago. : 

In Atlanta, where he became the first Repub- 
lican nominee to show so much political interest 
in the historically Democratic South, Gen. Eisen- _ 
~hower sounded his two main campaign argu- 
ments—“the mess in Washington” and “time 
for a change.” ( 

Rather general in his first speech, the G.O.P. 
candidate began to get down to cases in his 
appearances in Florida. His Jacksonville and 
Miami addresses, which drew large crowds, 
ripped hard at scandals in the Department of 
Justice, the Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
elsewhere. 

To describe Washington today as a “top-to- 
bottom” mess is an exaggeration, since there are 
many thousands of loyal, devoted, efficient offi- 
cials and workers in the Government service. 
But it certainly is only too true, as readers of 
the Post-Dispatch know from this newspaper's 
disclosures, that “peddlers of privilege” have 
been a blight on the Truman Administration. 
As Eisenhower says, chickens are coming home. 

To his credit, the Republican nominee, though 
a military man, cited an instance of waste, if 
not corruption, which is a reflection on the 
Pentagon, where he served as postwar Chief of 
Staff. This was his remark that “we are getting 
two airfields in ,North Africa for the price of 
five.” One reading of this is as a sharp criti- 
cism of Lt. Gen. Pick, Chief of Army Enginecrs. 

. * . 

Since this was Gen. Eisennower’s first speech 
on the “change” theme, he can be expected to 
expand his ideas in subsequent talks. Many citi- 
zens will agree with him about the evils of infla- 
tion, and still wonder how inflation, which is 
largely the result of the vast arms and defense 
programs, can be held in check without the con- 

trols that so many Republicans have opposed. 

In Michigan Gov. Stevenson sought to apply 
still further his pledge that, if he is elected, he 
will resist special interest pressures which dis- 
regard the public welfare. It was a note he 
sounded with respéct to both labor and interna- 
tional relations. 

Thus in the largely Polish community of Ham- 
tramck, the Democratic nominee noted that Gen. 
Eisenhower’s American Legion speech had 
aroused speculations that there might be in store 
some reckless attempt to liberate peoples now 
behind the Iron Curtain. Then Gov, Stevenson 
said: “I want to make one thing very plain. Even 
if votes could be won by it, I would not say one 
reckless word on this matter during this cam- 
paign. Some things are more precious than 
votes.” 

In Grand Rapids, where he paid a generous 
as well as fully merited tribute to that city’s late 
great citizen, Republican Senator Vandenburg, 
-co-sponsor of the bipartisan foreign policy, the 
Illinois Governor went even further. He said: 


I think foreign policy should be discussed 
in this campaign soberly and with restraint. 
We could pay a sad price in misunderstand- 
ing or miscalculation abroad by what we 
say intemperately, unwisely or hypocritically 
to beguile voters here at home. I say to you 
in all sincerity that winning the peace is 
far dearer to me, as it is ta. you, Democrats 
and Republicans alike, than winning this 
election or any election.

Gov. Stevenson says that labor injunctions 
must be outlawed because “the tyrannical power 
to have men and women ordered back to work 
in smothered silence has no place in teday’s 
labor law.” Here it may be asked: “What about 
the tyrannical power to order men and women 
to quit their jobs in smothered silence’’? 


The injunction process has not worked well, 
but it has at times brought men back to work 
when their work was needed.

Question for the Schools 


The Board of Education is studying a report 
on race relations in the schools which apparently 
rejects most of the proposals made last spring 
by Local 688 of the AFL Warehouse and Dis- 
tribution Workers Union. Both the report and 
the union proposals deserve much more than 
perfunctory consideration. 

The union, expressing the belief that segrega- 
tion in the schools is bound to end relatively 


- goon, proposed that the school system set about > 


preparing for that event in a vigorous. and con- 
structive way. For example, one suggestion was 
that in inter-racial neighborhoods white teachers 
be given posts in Negro schools and Negro in- 
structors be placed in white schools. 

In a report for Superintendent Hickey by 
Frank M. Sskwor, consultant in group education, 
this suggestion is rejected on the ground that it 
would “involve difficulties” and have “unfavor- 


. able aspects.” We hope the Board of Education 


demands better and more specific reasons for 
turning it down. On the whole Mr. Sskwor’s re- 
port appears to be a defense of what the school 
system is now doing rather than am alert and

More “‘Hucksters’’ 


THE QUICK BROWN FOX, by 
{The Macmillan Co., 234 pgs., $3 
It is reasonable for an outsider to as- 

sume that the advertising agency business 
is no more of a rat race than any other 
gainful enterprise. It would seem equally 
reasonable to assume that from president 
or partner to apprentice in production, its 
workers are. ordinary mortals with in- 
stincts, aspirations and fears much like 
those of their opposite numbers in the 
meatpacking or brewery industry. 

That evidéntly is not so. We have been 
told again and again and again of the 
strange manners and morals of this paf- 
ticular species of: what a late, great hu- 
morist labeled “the so-called, human race.” 
The writers on this subject obviously con- 
sider themselves refugees from a base, pos- 
sibly degrading vocation. The “huckster 
period” of American letters began before 
publication of the book of that name and 
continues. ; 

Its latest representative is Lawrence 
Schoonover, one-time New York advertis- 
ing agency execu- 
tive. Unlike some 
other “angry men,” 
however, Schoonover 
did not dash precip- 
itately to his type- 
writer to turn off 
the heat under his 
collar. He took time 
out to write three 
successful historical 
novels including 
“The Burnished 
Blade,” a 1948 Liter- 
ary Guild .selection, 
Some of the author’s 
thrusts seemingly 
have been dulled 
somewhat during the cooling-off interval. 
“The Quick Brown Fox” (who, you will 
recall, jumps over the lazy man) is con- 
siderably less caustic than most of its pred- 
ecessors in the same category. 

It is not the author nor this reviewer but 
the book jacket that says “in the jungle 
world of the advertising agencies, the law 
of survival is invoked with every twist of 
the knife in the back of the other fellow.” 
The book hardly supports this thesis. It 
does deal with a specific battle to the eco- 
nomic death between George Russell, vet- 
eran. executive of his agency, and Bill 
Gray, his assistant, who goes after the big 
job Russell expects to get. 

Gray’s methods would be considered 
despicable anywhere, and Schoonover does 
not convey the idea they are approved in 
the advertising agency business, Russell, 
himself, has a slightly tainted conscience. 
He was promoted to his present post when 
he left his predecessor drunk in the office 
and the boss found him in the morning. 
Gray’s campaign for Russell’s scalp is 
more sinister. He undermines him with 
the representative of the “Big Accour.s. 
He frames his rival with a beautiful but 
pregnant model, a scheme too intricate to 
describe here.. ”

So if one Lippman.

The 
succession from Rooosevelt to 
Truman happened , over three 
years before the party primaries 
and convention of 1948, and by 
that time, though there was some 
rebellion, Truman was in full con- 
trol of the immense powers of the 
presidency. But now, as Gov. 
Stevenson has _ acknowledged, 
there is no more important ques- 
tion in his campaign than whe- 
ther he is leading the party or 
whether the party is in charge 
of him. 

The Republicans ought to be 


. quite familiar with the struggle 


for party control. It has been 
their main problem for 20 years 
—and especially since 1940, when 
under Willkie they made the first 
of their four successive attempts 
to reconstruct the party by re- 
placing the leadership which had 
crashed in 1932. ' 

This year, then, the question 
is paramount in both parties. It 
is paramount in the sense that 
the struggle for control is the 
actuality with which and in which 
‘Eisenhower and Stevenson are 
moving. The drama is fascinat- 
ing and momentous—but not as 
yet as between Stevenson and 
Eisenhower. . The audience is 
watching intently to see how well 
each can ride the horse on which 
he is mounted. After that will 
come the horse race. 


After Election, Only One. 


As of now, neither can take it 
as settled that he is firmly in the 
saddle. Both are still in.the proc- 


-ess of asserting their powers and 


of establishing their authority. 
For neither belongs, so to speak, 
to the reigning dynasty of his 
party, and in relation to the old 
party satraps, courtiers, bureau- 
crats and henchmen, both are in- 


‘truders drawn from outside the 


palace and the inner circle of the 
favorites. 

Eisenhower is to Taft rather 
like Gen. Naguib to King Farouk:

Power in the Land. 


_ Many practical consequences 
are flowing from the fact that 
both candidates are outsiders. 
The most important is that only 
one of them, the winner of the 
election, will be able to hold on 
to the leadership of his party. 


The loser must expect to lose all 


his power and most of his influ- 
ence within his party: he may be 
lucky to be invited to speak at 
the 1956 convention. 

For the winning party will be 
run from the White House, and 
the new President, with his enor- 
mous powers, patronage and pres- 
tige, will for a while at least be 
the undisputed boss.’ But the les- 
ing party will be run from Con- 
gress by the senior Senators and 
Congressmen who have survived 


Seeks the Wrong Majority. 


the defeat of their candidate. 
Eisenhower or Stevenson, which- 
ever is the loser, will not be 
among the political survivors in 
Congress. 

Had the Republican candidate 
been Senator Taft, he would be 
conducting his campaign on the 
assumption that even if defeated, 
he would still be Mr. Republican. 
Not so Gen. Eisenhower. Only 
when and if he is elected, will he 
be able to make himself Mr. Re- 
publican. This is one of those 
facts which Gen. Eisenhower and 
his friends cannot afford to over- 
look. For it explains the kind of 
pressure to which he has been 
subjected since his nomination. 

He was nominated, we must 
remember, not by acclamation 
but after a bruising fight and 
by the barest majority. The men 
he defeated in Chicago are the 
very men who, if he is defeated 
in November, will be the Repub- 
lican party as it operates in Con- 
gress. In coalition with the South- 
ern Democrats, which has worked 
quite well for years, they are a 
great power in the land. 


‘Solace in Defeat. 


They did not like being de- 
feated by Eisenhower, and it is 
not so easy for them to forgive 
and forget. For if Eisenhower is 
elected, they will be  over- 
shadowed by the White House: 
if, on the other hand, Eisenhower 
were defeated, it would not be 
too difficult for—let us say Dirk- 
sen and Mundt, to keep the dis- 
cussion on a high plane—to con- 
sole themselves with the powers 
and perquisites that go with being 
the authentic and undisputed 
leaders of the opposition party. 

That is why Gen. Eisenhower 
is being advised, warned and 
threatened by the men he de- 
feated in July that they will de- 
feat him in November, unless he 
helps them remain in control of 
the party in Congress. Their pres- 
sure is heavy. It is not a bluff. 
For there is much genuine doubt 
as to whether they personally 
have more to gain by Eisenhow- 
er’s victory or by his defeat. 

Gen. Eisenhower is confronted, 
therefore, with an exceptionally 
difficult problem: He is the nomi- 
nee of a party in which a highly 
‘organized faction, long the domi- 
nant faction, cannot be counted 
on to be unreservedly in favor of 
his etection.

Universal Aviation Corp., was 
associated with the Aviation Cor- 
poration of New York, the old 
Robertson Aircraft Corp. here and 
other pioneer aviation concerns. 
The Universal concern, operating 
to Chicago, Kansas City and 
Louisville, became a part of 
American Airlines, Inc, 


As a frequent speaker on avia- 
tion subjects, Col. Dunwoody pre- 
dicted the complete weather in- 
formation, radio communication 
and other flying aids which even- 
tually made trans-continental and 
trans-ocean air service possible. 
He predicted planes carrying 50 
passengers and the use of feeder 
lines into major air terminals. 


A close associate of the late 
Gen. William Mitchell in World 
War I, Col. Dunwoody was re- 
sponsible for equipping the Army 
Air Service overseas. He was 
awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal and the French Legion 
of Honor for his service in France. 
He came to St. Louis in 1925 as 
general sales manager for the old 
Gardner Motor Co., turning his 
attention to commercial aviation 
a short time later. 

In World War II, Col. Dun- 
woody served at Washington as a'| 
civilian adviser to the Air Force 
on air transportation, a position 
he held until he became ill early 
this year,

Eisenhower as President would 
have to find his congressional sup- 
port in a coalition of non-isola- 
tionist conservatives. He could 
not possibly find it among the 
Republicans alone. . 

The formula, moreover, is based 


on a political fantasy — namely 
that Eisenhower can do what Taft 
would have tried to do, and that 
| he can still carry with him all the 
‘Republicans, independents, and 
‘those loosely attached Democrats 
who were for Eisenhower and 
against Taft. 


When Ike Fumbles: 


Unless Gen. Eisenhower thinks 
that there is in the making a 
landslide like 1920 and 1932, he 
should recognize that it is virtual- 
ly impossible in American politics 
to change the party situation in 
‘both branches of the Government 
in one election. An Eisenhower 
Republican majority in both 
houses of Congress could be 
formed, only with everything fav- 
orable, in two or three elections. 
An Eisenhower Republican major- 
ity, even if the Senate were nom- 
a Republican, is impossible in 
1953. 

Gen. Eisenhower, should, there- 
fore be running for President as a 
national leader, not sharply par- 
tisan and indeed above partisan- 
ship—as a man who has worked 
faithfully and efficiently with 
Democrats and Mugwumps, and is 
now rallying them to join the reg- 
ular Republicans in the face of 
great national peril. That is the 
'only kind of political line which 
Eisenhower can follow sincerely,

Increase to Be Largely in 
County—Lutherans En- 
roll 400 More. 


A gain of about 4500 students 
in Catholic elementary schools of 
the St. Louis archdiocese this fall 
was indicated in preliminary 
figures released today by the Rev. 
James E. Hoflich, diocesan super- 
intendent of schools. 


Enrollment in the 78 parochial 
schools in the city—29,400—was 
only slightly higher than last year, 
but in the 50 schools in St. Louis 
county, there was an increase 
from 18,867 to 22,210, Father Hof- 
lich said. The 88 schools operated 
by the archdiocese in Missouri, 
outside St. Louis and St. Louis 
county, showed an increase from 
10,638 to 12,630. Total for all 
schools was 64,320, but the figure 
is likely to rise somewhat with 
late enrollments, he said. 


Lutheran elementary schools in 
the St. Louis area enrolled about 
5000 students this year, a gain of 
about 400 over last year, Leonard 
J. Dierker, district superintendent, 
said. The Lutheran High School, 
which had reached a near ca- 
pacity enrollment of 620 - last, 
added about 20 more students 
this year, he added. 

Figures on the enrollment in 
public schools of the city and the 
county are not yet available. 
Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey has anticipated 
enly a slight increase over last 
year in the city, while in the 
county, Superintendent George 
W. Vossbrink is expecting a sharp 
increase, particularly in the lower 
grades and kindergarten.

He attributed the fact that 
women’s life .expectancy is great- 
er than men’s to several facts. 
Women take time off and seek 
medical advice when they feel ill, 
he said, while men are “more in- 
dependent and try to carry on.” 
Also, women are more efficient 
machines, functioning at a lower 
blood pressure, than are men, he 
said. : 

The shock of retirement is less 
for women than for men, Dr. 
Cowdry said. A man’s life ex- 
pectancy after retirement at age 
65 is only 3.5 years, while that 
of women after retirement at 65 
in 6.5 years, he said. 

Dr. Cowdry, who is president 
of the International Association 
of Gerontology, was one of the 
speakers at an institute on “In- 
stitutional Needs in Missouri.” 
Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, superintend- 
ent of St. Louis County Hospital, 
presided at the discussion.

Retirement Survey 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ETIREMENT practices in industry have been surveyed by 
R: recent questionnaire. Seventy-four corporations are in- 

cluded, as follows: 26 industries, 11 banks, 16 insurance 
companies, nine utilities, and eight railroads. Since these 
corporations employed 2,750,000 people, their answers to the 
questions regarding retirement practices. should give a fair 
indication of what retirement practices generally are in in- 
dustry. A number of interesting points turned up. 

Sixty per cent of the corporations require retirement at 
age 65 for men)’ Ninety-one per cent of the banks require re- 
tirement at this age for their supervisory personnel, 

About one tenth of the companies having compulsory re- 
tirement age permit some flexibility in this ruling. One 
company permits their men to work beyond the compulsory 
retirement age on the condition that the employe accept a 


less responsible job. 
ct RR 


ODDLY ENOUGH, one third of the companies require 
women to rétire at age 55 or 60. Although women outlive 
men, they are frequently retired at an earlier age. 

One fifth of the workers become anxious and worried as 
they approach retirement age, according to the answers to 
another question. Despite this, over half of the corporations 
surveyed do not have any type of program to help prepare 
employes for the problems they will face upon retirement. 

The most interesting question in the questionnaire was as 
follows: “There has been a growing criticism of the use of 

, age as a basis for retirement. Instead, it has been suggested 
that the decision to retire employes should be based only on 
the physical and: mental ability to do the job. Do you agree 
with this suggestion?” 

Only 16 per cent agreed with this suggestion as against 
57 per cent who did not. 
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IN GIVING REASONS for opposing the suggestion of re- 
tiring only on the basis of physical and mental ability to do the 
job, several replies are noteworthy. Some believed that the 
use of a fixed age made possible necessary planning for retire- 
ment by the employes. Also, it enabled them to keep their 
self-respect by not having to explain why they had had to quit 
earlier than other workers. 

This survey indicates that there is a growing interest by 
business and industry in retirement problems. More than one 
third of the companies replying to the questionnaire have 
some kind of pre-retirement program already in operation. 
Other companies indicated that they are conscious of the need 
for such a program. : '

When I sat with Carrillo and 
talked to him, it didn’t take me 
long to see what the youngsters 
see in him. Carrillo is so sincere 
that he even influences himself, 
and when he gets to talking about 
how, on the air, he loves to talk 
of such things as motherhood 
and Americanism, tears come into 
his eyes.

He was played by several differ- 
ent actors before Duncan Renaldo 
took him on. He got his old 
friend Carrillo to play Pancho, 
and they were a natural team. 


In 1948, seeing the handwriting 
on the wall, they turned to tele- 
vision. Renaldo produces and acts 
in the show and he and Carrillo 
do a great deal of the writing, in 
an off-the-cuff sort of way. They 
have writers and they work from 
a script, but if they think the dia- 
logue isn’t suited to the char- 


acters, they just make up their 


own as they go along. 


They make two of the 30- 
minute shows a week, which 
means that they’re in the saddle 
at 5 o'clock in the morning and 
seldom get through before 7 
o’clock at night. They average 
close to 100 shots a day. Around 
Hollywood 10 shots is considered 
a splendid day’s work. All their 
shows are shot in color, against 
the day when we have TV in 
color. ‘When you see color,” says 
Renaldo, “it will make black and 
white look as obsolete as a silent 
movie.” 
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INCE they became the idols of 
millions of youngsters, Renaldo 
and Carrillo have become 
aware of a great moral responsi- 
bility. They are so aware of it 
they are slightly awed. Renaldo 
has three youngsters of his own 
who are his severest critics as 
well as his greatest admirers. 
Both men have a genuine affec- 
tion for youngsters and they live 
in fear they may do something 
which will leave a wrong impres- 
sion. Carrillo talks to the young- 
sters every chance he gets about 
such things as Americanism, and 
Renaldo talks to them on such 
things as safety and accident pre- 
vention. And both men will give 
out autographs as long as they 
can lift a pen. On their last tour 
someone in their troupe estimated 
— two shook hands with 300,000 
s. 


Carrillo, who has now worked 
in four dramatic mediums — 
vaudeville, legitimate stage, 
movies and television—is con- 
vinced that TV is the most poten- 
tially powerful of them all. 
“Chiefly,” he points out, “because 
it is brought into your home. 
You don’t have to go to it—you 
don’t have to hire a baby sitter, 
get out the car, pay for parking, 
buy admission tickets and all the 
other items which can make a 
night at the theater an expen- 
sive proposition. You just sit 
back in your living room and 
relax.” 


It is Leo’s prediction, in fact, 
that the day will come when the 
movies and the legitimate stage 
will be in the same category as 
the circus—a special event which 
comes to town every so often. 
But TV, and the Cisco Kid and 
Pancho, will be right there in 
the living room, come Saturday 
afternoon.

Ne partnership can be truly ex-

With a partner like West, East 
might as well have torn up his 
own well-guarded jack of trumps! 
If his high spade play meant a 
diamond shift to West, and a low 
spade play meant (presumably) a 
club shift, how could East de- 
mand the spade continuation 
which would defeat the slam con- 
tract? Apparently, there was no 
way in which East could get this 
continuation, yet, to a real bridge 
player in the West position, East’s 
wishes would be _ crystal-clear. 
With a desire for a shift, East 
would play a low spade, knowing 
that the shift would be to dia- 
monds. If, by any chance, East 
had been void of clubs, which 
would be his only reason for 
wanting that shift, he would have 
made that fact known in the bid- 
ding, by making a lead-directing 
double of six hearts.

Over 

a month ago, 

however, I re- 

ceived a letter 


asking me to — 


read a speech 
made by Oliver 
Vickery of San 
Beef Francisco, who 
Ramses attended this 
Mrs. Roosevelt Conference. 

It is a most in- 
tresting speech in which he 
frankly told the Russians that 
he preferred the private enter- 
prise system. But he asserted 
that Adam Smith, who enunci- 
ated the economic philosophy 
of free enterprise in his book, 
“An Inquiry Into the Nature 
and Causes of the Wealth of 
Nations,” as well as Karl Marx, 
who expressed his philosophy 
of economics in “Das Kapital,” 
Would hardly recognize their 
own philosophies in the eco- 
nomic theories their followers 
are working out today. 

Both philosophies have un- 
dergone many changes, but, as 
an. American business man, 
Vickery felt they could exist 
and work together to meet the 
problems of economics that 
face us all in the world today. 
He made a good case in his 
speech against using war as a 
method of settling our diffi- 
culties. 

* * 

I AM SURE that was a good 
idea to plant in the minds of 
the Russians, though I am 
afraid they would hope to be 
able to profit by having more 
people killed on the other side. 
Having the Oriental feeling 
that time does not really mat- 
ter, they would be willing to 
start at a point reathed by 
some nations hundreds of years 
ago and slowly build up again 


as long as they could be the 


surviving race. 

Vickery well understands 
what the Russians are aiming 
to spread throughout the under- 
developed ' nations, knowing 
that they have little chance to 
get their theories accepted by 
the advanced nations where at 
least people are obtaining bet- 
ter living standards every year. 

I understard the proceedings 
of this conference were sent to 
the United Nations, and I as- 
sume that they will be under 
consideration by some commit- 
tee of the General Assembly. 
It will be interesting to note the 
reaction of the group that 
studies this report, and I hope 
it will be interested enough to 
call Vickery before it to get a 
personal reaction from him.

If you are in need of new parts 
or will need them in the near fu- 
ture and they are not locally 
available, write direct to the man- 
ufacturer. Somewhere on every 
heating plant is the name of the 
outfit that made it along with va- 
rious and sundry model and serial 
numbers. Be sure that you give 
all these numbers as. well as the 
number of the old part, if you 
have it, to the manufacturer so 
that there won’t be any chance of 
you getting something that just 
isn’t quite right. 


As all this correspondence may 
take a few weeks, we urge you to 
do it now while heat is still some- 
thing you try to avoid.

Children Make Own Rules

IT IS INTERESTING, and 
sometimes surprising, to note the 
extent to which boys and girls 
make their own rules, set their 
own boundaries, arrange their 
own classifications. 

Those adults who recommend 
complete permissiveness in the 
handling of children, that is, let- 
ting them do anything they want 
to, are often surprised that most 
children do not want to be com- 
pletely free. 


If the adult doesn’t make rules 
and boundaries, children them- 
selves often spontaneously furnish 
these things. Most children do 
not like completely shapeless men 
uations. They naturally like some 
freedom, but most have a real 
need to know the rules, to sense 
the boundaries, to know for sure 
the point beyond which they can- 
not go. It gives structure to their 
very freedom. 


So, time and again, we find that 
if the adult does not make the 
rules, the child himself, or rather 
the group, will do so. 

And group-made rules, especial- 
ly in the teens, are often by far 
the most effective. They are self- 
imposed. They usually fit age 
needs. Group rules (except of 
course fads and customs, which 
we are not discussing here) usual- 
ly come about from children’s ob- 
servations of how things just nat- 
urally go.
